Judicial Humour's Risks 


Judge P. Grant Jones has brought 
to the bench of the British Court 
much forcefuiness and a caustic 
vein of humour.

Once 
or twice Tately judicial asides from 
the bene! h Mr. Grant Jones 
adorns have raised “apprehensions 
lest he should be unaware of the 
isks of indulging too freely in 
Judicial humour. “A casual comment

tunity may be iuminating and 
assably apposite in the semi-pri- 
vacy of the smoking-room; it is apt 
to invite retort when given the ap- 
Parent importance of a dictum in 
open court. On Tuesday, during the 
hearing of a case, Judge Grant 
‘Jones appears to have broken fresh 
ground. In response to information 
from counsel he observed that the

pion. It certainly was in the worst 
Possible taste for the publication so 
assailed had no opportunity to re- 
ply.

So it ix hardly possible to keep 
the political issue even out of St 
Patrick's day. Tt helps, however, 
to focus the celebrations. 
Shanghai Irish have the great 
advantage over their countrymen 
their own Island in that they 
jean find union in a loyalty which 
has unfettered expression here. 
As a former President of St. 
Patrick's Society declared, Irish- 
men in Shanghai are cemented in 
the bond of the British Empire 
and allegiance—in the deep sense 
of the word—to the Head of 
that Empire. The point is topical 
for, ‘theoretically, the President 
of the Trish Free State has 
taken the Oath of Allegiance in 
the Dail Eirann for the last 
time. To Englishmen this is no 
light matter. Tt raises. difficul- 

ies of supreme intensity. Yet 
Englishmen e sufficiently 
ony acquaintance with Ireland, 
and. in some degree, the con- 
tradictions of the Irish atmos- 
phere, to cherish a tacit belief 
that, somehow or other, the two 
countries will extricate them- 
selves from what, in normal 

ireumstances, would be an 
eseapable toil. As Irishmen do 
not all look upon this issue in 
the same light, it is pl 
delicate subject for Engli 
on a day of national rejoicing to 
discuss without reserve. For 
the moment coy conundrums, 
elusive enigmas and perplexing 
paradoxes are laid to rest. To- 
night, the green of the Sham- 
rock, the very symbol of unity 
Jand ‘the emblem of Irish valour, 
throws its restful glamour over 
the scene of Irish hospitality 
JOf that hospitality ‘no English- 
man, in his glummest moods, 
has’ ever had a doubt, St. 
Patrick’s Society in Shanghai 
has maintained the tradition 
with all the vigour of Irish 
courtesy’ and cheer. “For our- 
selves alone” Sinn Fein may 
bravely say but—here again

Thursday's little ceremony 
outside the German Consulate- 
General gave Shanghai the 
feeling of being in close touch 
with the course of events in 
rope. Wherever the depths a 
national feeling are aroused and 
find expression in so fervent a 
display of dignity, sympathy and 
respect of other nations fittingly 
respond. The German’ Govern- 
ment, as acclaimed by the major- 
ity of the German people, has 
decided to revert to the former 
flag of old Germany in associa- 
tion with the Nazi emblem of 
rejuveni Congratulations 
will be sincerely tendered to the 
representatives of Germany here 
‘With the purely internal aspects 
of German political controversy 
the German people alone are 
concerned. The conditions, how. 
n which Europe and the 
World are endeavouring to find 
the road to recovery render it 
quite impossible to preserve an 
entit academic aloofness 
reviewing the affairs. of 
country. Mr. Winston Churchill, 
the other day, pleaded eloquent- 
ly for Great’ Britain to keep 
herself "clear of European 
entanglements. Much depends 
on the interpretation to be 
placed on that suggestion. If it 
implies a return to the policies 






































of the 19th Century it is 9 
counsel of despair, to say 
nothing of impracticability. To- 





day even the Atlantic is not wide 
enough to protect America from 
entanglement in the course. of. 
European events. Great Bri- 
tain’s splendid isolation has to- 
day been merged in responsi- 
bilities for a world-wide com- 
monwealth on whose interests 
the doings of every nation have 
a greater or lesser degree of in- 
fluence. Interdependence has 
destroyed the old theories of the 
balance of ‘power. No states- 
man in Europe to-day would 
attempt to approach the problem 
of Germany's recovery “on the 
basis of those theories. It is 
true that avoidance of a break- 
down may seem at times 
perilously to involve assessment. 
of interests in® such terms but 
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the present discussions at 
Geneva show the limits to which 
that device can go. 

Germany's restoration to her 
proper place in the comity of 
nations is the aim of sane world 
policies to-day. In recognising 
the fact that, for the first time’ 
since 1918, Germany is speaking | 
with the’ full force of. the 
nation’s will, it would be idle to 
ignore the price which may have 
to be pnid for this achievement. 
When history comes to be 
written it is open to question 
whether moré credit than the 
present enthusiasm of the Ger-, 
man nation is ready to believe 
will not have to be accorded to, 
the creators of the Weimar 
Constitution and the sagacity 
with which the veteran President. 
himself, Stresemann, Luther and 
Bruning steered their country 
through the difficult course of

Hitler's administration is sup. 


ported by the President and by 
Herr von Papen both of whom 
can guide him to a knowledge 
of his deficiencies if he be 
willing to learn, For" the 
moment he is concerned with 
the outward consolidation of 
his political power by the 
forcible elimination of all dis- 
cordant elements. ‘The process 
may be necessary for the handl- 
ing of a special emergency, Its 
indefinite retention can be re- 
garded as highly improbable, 
‘The genins of Germany cannot 
find a sufable setting in a 
system which, however. admir- 
able in the eyes of its devotee: 
gives no satisfaction to the out. 
side nations with whom Germany 
must keep contact. Grasp of this 
aspect of the situation is not 
wanting in Germany. Christ 
Winsloe, in “Geatern und Heute, 
makes her gallant Fritulein von 
Bernburg burst forth: “this is

‘The German 
Government has perforce | to 
assume the responsibilities of its 
predecessors in its international 
relationships. Modification of. 
policy ean properly be attempt 
ed. Restrictions on the changes 
are not solely of German deter- 
mination. The Hitler Govern- 
ment recognises this in its 
retention of Baron von Neuxath 
as Foreign Minister. Herr 

Hitler himself also perceives the, 

danger of allowing Nazi violence 

to dominate the situation: dras- 
tic action against excesses is. 
threatened. 

The question is whether the 
Chancellor is sufficiently well- 
equipped with political — ex- 
perience to eradicate the defects 

‘azi technique. The manner 
in which officials alleged to be 
unsympathetic to Hitlerism 
have been swept out of office 
fand subjected to mob-discipline 
is not reassuring. Serious too 
is the resignation of Dr. Luther 
whose ability in controlling the 

Reichsbank has been generally. 

applauded in Europe. It has 

‘been worked for by the Nazis 

ever since their assumption of 

power became a possibility. Tt 
will not make a good impression 
on the world outside. Too much 
can be made of these preliminary 
maneuvres.

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Herr von Papen again Chan- 
cellor are influenced by the 
belief that the Nazi leader is 
unable to learn, It must at 
Teast be said that he has come 
into power by means of 
shock tacties, It willbe 
dificult for him at once to 
change his methods.

as the full burden of responsi- 
bility. Shock tactics are un- 
suitable for the administrator. 
‘The glamour of Nazi uniforms, 
marching, saluting and flag:

He has not troubled 
much about his perspective or 
ight and shade, He has. paid 
Hittle attention to the. efforts 
which Europe in conference has 
‘made to assist the salvation of 
Germany “and to. the lessons! 
Jearnt by Europe (and. America 
too) in the process. Above all 
he has perhaps taken but seant 
notice of the difficult problems 
with which other countries have 
Been faced and of * the critical 
eye they are likely to turn on 
Pronouncements and tendencies 
wherein the signals of past 
dangers are to discerned, "He 
will have cause to ponder deeply 
over many domestic issues; his 
success in tackling: them will be 
‘measured largely by the aptitude 
shown in framing the relation: 
ships of Germany with her 
neighbours. “Welcome ean une 
affectedly be given to the revival 
of the flag of the Old Germany, 
May the young men who are 
giving It rightly the fervour of 
the new inspiration, recall the 
glories of the Germany who by 
Fy tho “teaching ‘and spiritual 
dominance of Goethe was one of 
the finest forces in development 
of European eivilisation.

MODERN CONFERENCE

Every movement in this world 
has to develop its own technique. 
Perhaps when the history of the 
League of Nations is written at 
4 greater distance of detachment 
Jt may be found that hesitaney 
in deciding upon technique was 
in no small measure responsible 
for its early difficulties, The old 
diplomacy had its weaknesses. 
It had this much of virtue: it 
vould proceed with greater 
Jeisure and in the security of 
more privacy than its modern 
successor. The advent of high 
speed communica 
growth of the activities’ of the 
Press have together made it im- 
Possible for international con- 
ferences to leave events to the 
fortune of discussions staged in 
public, Solvitur ambulando is 
motto ‘with merit. It is not so 
meritorious with’ loud-speakers 
in the foreground, political 
* correspondents on the prow! and 
Vigilant commentators equipped 
with their own theories lurking 
in the distance. At Geneva. it 
has been-found that when a vital 
issue, is under discussion the 








only practical ‘course ig to 
reverse the usual order of, 
procedure. Decisions are reach- 





din private and the discussions 
are allowed to follow then in 
public. In homely terminology 
this may be called the method of 
producing “cut and dried” plans, 
It'is not necessarily immune 
from failure; it does at least 
eliminate as’ many factors as 
possible considered to militate 
against: success. Experience has 


Hone 


shown that where the new 
technique has not been applied 
failure has resulted. Its achieve- 
ments are more numerous than 
its set-backs. Not that modern 
diplomacy is free from the 
dangers of the old. In the 19th 
Century the most acclaimed 
British triumph has passed into 
current phraseology in the words 
“Peace with - Honour.” Yet 
Disraeli's comfortable descrip- 
tion of the Treaty of Berlin was 
soon belied by the.event. It is as 
well to bear that historical fact in 
mind lest excessive confidence 
lgreet the present efforts which, 
in many respects, have a likeness 
to the actions of British dipl 
macy jn 1878. Mr. Ramsay Ma 
Donald wears Disraeli's rue with 
adifference, The new technique 
Provides that spadework should 
anticipate the glamorous drama 
Jof the meeting of the chief 
figures in an international duet. 
In other words once it is decided 
hat the Prime “Minister of 
Great Britain shall meet I! Duce 
in Rome, it has practically been 
ensured that difficulties in. the 
way of agreement have been 
removed. 

Here it may be urged is self- 
deception on the part of demo- 
leracy. Yet it is merely a que 
tion of the framing of technique. 
The professional diplomats do 
their work in the background in 
the privacy which has come to 
be recognised as essential in 
spite of the fleeting rebellion 
against “secret diplomacy.” The 
final touch is applied by the 
ceremonial hand-clasp of the 
leaders of the respective states. 
Everything cannot be effected 
in this clockwork fashion. Suc- 
cessive disappointments over the 
now basic issue of Disarmament 
prove that. The paramount need 
for Mr, Ramsay MacDonald to 
get into direct contact with 
Signor Mussolini has been sharp- 
ened by the special authority 
vesting in the Italian Premier 
who, to-day, is Italy in a sense 
peculiar to his country’s present 
regime. Mr. MacDonald’s own 
feredentials are hardly less im- 
Portant, although, paradoxically 






































they are based on his inability 
to claim leadership of any con- 
siderable political party _ in 


Great Britain at the moment. Mr. 
‘MacDonald is a national and 





not a party Prime Minister. His 
Cabinet may be dominantly 
Conservative; is nonetheless 
national. So, with no thought 


of advancing British claims to 
lead much less dictate European 
policy, the erstwhile Socialist 
dependent Labour Party 
the Italian 
ist in discussing 
the co-operation of the four 
Great Powers for the preserva- 
{tion of European peace. Natural- 
ly there is some criticism of the 
British Prime Minister's visit to 
Rome in certain sections of the 











Freneh press. It can hardly be 
imagined however that M. 
Daladier was’ not informed in 


advance of the proposed meeting. 
France indeed might be expected 
to welcome British assistance in 
developing a clearer under- 
standing of problems which 
vitally "affect Franco-Italian 
relationship. The reported in- 
tention of M. Daladier himself 
to proceed to Rome confirms 
this view. ‘The Disarmament 
Conference has gone through the 
Jgamut of emotional vicissitudes. 
The era of extreme optimism has 
been succeeded by despairing 
delay and then by acute 
pessimism. On the one side 
eager enthusiasts have been 
intolerant of checks. On the 
other confirmed sceptics have 
xulted in the’ thought that the 
‘hole fabric of peace-building 
}with the cement of the Locarno 
brand is visibly crumbiing. 
Curiously enough, in the moment 
lof apparent disaster or expected 
failure, according to the creed 
of the onlooker, a signal of 
relief has been ‘flown from the 
peak of economic stability.

It 
is for this reason that the British 
Government lays great stress on 
the need for a further convention 
binding the Great Powers to 
refrain from recourse to arm 
settlement of disputes. The 
mere fact that aircraft for 
offensive military action would 
not be maintained by the nations.

But air aggres- 
sion is not the only factor. 


European confidence is chiefly 
undermined by the existence of 


large standing —_ professional 
armies. The aim, therefore, of 
‘the Disarmament Conference 


may be to reduce home forces to 
the status of defence forces. In 
this way Germany's ‘claim’ to 
equality be met. Mr. Mac- 
Donald's meeting with Signor 
‘Mussolini is plainly associated 
with the need for general agree- 
ment on the whole issue of 
which Disarmament is a part. 
In this connection the French 
Government has put forward 
‘important proposals on which 
Herr Nadolny has been in 
consultation direct with Paris. 
'The conclusion of an Arms Con- 
vention would not fulfil the 
larger aims of the advocates of 
Disarmament. It would not be 
faccepted. by’ their critics as 
fool-proof. It would, however 
re the world a practical instru-. 
ment the value of which as the 
years passed might be found 
lgreatly to increase. Meanwhile 
the proposal of Signor Mussolini 
for a new Four Power Pact car- 
ries enormous significance. It 
may well prove the turning 
point, if not the salvation, of 























the Conference. Statesmen in 
Europe cannot be blind to 
the extreme seriousness of 


the present muttering of armed 
foree in Europe. Still, out of 
desperation amelioration has 
‘come before now. The mutter- 
ing is not less ominous because 
lof the economie desperation of 
‘the world. It has nevertheless 
leonverted to the cause of peace 
statesmen and financiers whose 
factions and policies are dicteted 
by severely practical considera- 
tions. There lies the gleam of 
hope for the success of the con- 
ferences now weightily occupying 
Europe’s attention the

‘The annual report of the Director 
of Chinese Studies (Mr. Charles 
iene}, to the Shanghal Munielp 
ouncil, proves that great improv: 
ment. on the whole was shown in 
Chinese studies during the year 
1982, in spite of the fact that classes| 
were suspended for six weeks in 
consequence of the "disturbances 
early in the year. 

‘After a State of Emergency in 
tho Settlement had been declared on 
January 28, it soon became obvious 
that in the prevailing excitement 
fand exigencies of the situation re- 
gular study could not be profitably: 
pursued; accordingly the classes 
Were discontinued on February 
and were not resumed till. Mare! 
21. During this period there arose 
‘4 demand for interpreters, for the 

military authorities who 
had taken up their positions in the| 
foveral sectors of the Settlement. As 
the Chinese teaching staff was| 
available to meet this demand in| 
tome measure, volunteers for service 
in this connection were called for; 
the result was that Mr. H. West 
nidge and 32 Chinese teachers 1 
lieved of their regular work were 
Tent to the | S.V.C, Headquarters 
and took up duty as Interpreters 
tinder Major Zee. of the Chinese: 
Company. Mr. Westnidge was re- 
tained on the ‘staff of Major Zee!

It is gratifying 
to Hote that the ‘personnel of 
department | gavel thelr scrvices 
romptly and voluntarily to preven 
Inisundetstandings between the Chi- 
nese people and the foreign troops 
at a time when misunderstanding: 
could easily have led to the very 
Incidents sought to be avoided. 
These services have been gracefully 
acknowledged. 

For the rest of the year the new 
rules under. the "re-organisation 
Scheme Were strictly carried out; to| 
enforce the rules was an absojute| 
necessity to"test. their efficiency, it 
being the third year since their 'in- 
troduction... The semi-annual exami- 
nations that followed showed that 
in nearly every case the three years’ 
Hime limit fixed for the study of 
Chinese-at the Council's expense was 
ample for a new student to com- 
plete the course in either the Peking 
mandarin. or. tho local’ spoken 
Tanguage. In some exceptional in- 
stances requirements were met 
much less time than three years; a 
few students exceeded the limit by 
a-couple of months or so before they| 
could pass ‘the final examination. 
This proves conclusively that the 
direct method ‘of instruction is giv- 
ing every satisfaction, that the time 
Iimit js reasonable and no depar- 
tute from the plan is called for.

Mr. G. Burton Sayer, Press In- 
formation Officer, reporis that, the 
local press, news agencies, and re- 
presentatives of newspapers pub- 
lished elsewhere in China and 
‘abroad, have made full use of the 
Press information Office, which was 
established at the close'of 1931, in 
accordance with the recommenda- 
tion of the special Publicity Com- 
mittee, to give fuller and better 
formation upon munfeipal matters 
to the public through the medium 
of the press. At the close of the 
year 31 newspapers, news agencies 
and correspondents were in regular 
receipt of all communiques, while 
others were being provided with 
‘written information of particular 
interest to them. Exclusive of 
‘weekly statements from two depart- 
ments, 420 communiques were issued 
during 1932 to the local newspapers 
(English language, Chinese, Japan- 
ese, French, German and Russian), 
news agencies, and correspondents 
of several ‘nationalities, while 
material was supplied for numerous 
special articles upon municipal 
[questions and activities, and articles 
were written for newspapers in 
China and abroad. 

Broadly, communiques issued 
may be classed under four heads, 
viz., outlines of contemplated ac- 
tion; decisions of the council upon 
public questions, with reasons there-

Veterinary division particulars 
reveal that tho fresh milm supplied 
to the Settlement is obtained. from 
approximately 1,730 cows located in 
26 dairies, the majority of which 
are situated outside the boundary 
of the Settlement. “Eight of these 
Gniries are licensed as Grade “A” 
comprising approximately 1,050 
cows, whilst the other 18 dairies 
axe licensed ag Grade “B” and con- 
tain approximately 680 cows.

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! INCONSEQUENCES 
By Laraaron. 


There were two stock jokes 
about the Honoitrable Artillery 
Company during the War. The 
first told of a dear old lady who, 
in the enthusiastic excitement of 
the London crowd for its black 
coats turned to khaki, discerned 
the mystic letters H. A. C. on 
the shoulder-straps of a fine 
battalion passing by and remark- 
ed “Gracious: I did not know 
the Home and Colonial (Stores) 
had so many men.” The other 
changes the scene to the Ypres 
salient where a battered Grena- 
jer Guard Battalion was being 
relieved: 





“Halt, who goes 
there?” challenged the sentry, 
himself a Londoner “The 


Honourable Artillery Company” 
announced a sergeant in charge 
with the accent of Mlayfai 
“Pass Honourable Artillery Cor 
pany: we're only the Guards” 
came the reply. These thoughts 
are stirred by last week's a1 
nouncement that the Earl of Den- 
bigh, after forty years service, 
has resigned the appointment of 
Colonel-Commandant of the 
Honourable Artillery Company 
and been succeeded by the 
Viscount Galway formerly Lieu- 
tenant Colonel of the Life 
Guards, So from an old Gunner 
officer the H. A. C. has gone to 
the Household Cavalry for its 
new leader, 














Of Jord Denbigh’s wonderful 
period of command, dating as it 
does from the year in which 
King George married Queen 
Mary, it is veally fitting only for 
the intimate pen of a gentleman 
of the Honourable Artillery Com- 
pany to write, ‘The Corps itself 
is, however, part of English 
military history. It has a not- 
able link with America, If ever 
Mr. George Bernard Shaw's 
“Apple Cart” vision came within 
approach of reality the basis of 
the reunion of Great Britain and 
the United States of America 
jpld be found in the “Antient 
Honorable Artillery Com- 
sany of Massachusetts.” Tt was 
founded in 1638 directly as a 
‘complementary unit to the home 
organisation, three years before 
the Honourable Artillery Com- 
pany of London moved into its 
resent headquarters in Fins- 
urs, Known as the Armoury. 
‘The Boston company was formed 
by men of the H. A. C. who went 
from England to America, chief 
among them Robert Keayne 
whose birthplace at Windsor is 
commemorated by a tablet which 
can be seen to-day on a butcher's 
shop near Curfew Tower and 
which records that it is on the 
Spot” where Robert Keayne’s 
house stood, 

The A.C. comprises 
artillery, ‘and’ infantry. Its 
gunners’ uniform was modelled 
on that of the R. H. A. and its 
infantry uniform on that of the 
Guards, complete with bearskins. 
Yet, in point of fact, the H. A. C. 
doth in England and America is 
older than the Guards who do 
not date back further than 1660 
whecher horse or foot. For in 
1637, Henry VIII granted a 
“charter to the “Fraternity or 
Guylde of Saint George; Mais- 
ters and Rulars of the said 
Science of Artillery as aforesaid 
rehearsed for long-bowes C 
bowes and Hand-guns.” This 
corps became the Honourable 
Artillery Company of London 
and during the Great Rebellion 
it, became an important centre 
of instruction for the City- 
trained bands whose sympathies 
with the Parliament side were 
ly shown. Nevertheless it 
was from the restored House of 
Stuart that the H. A. C. received 
its greatest boon. Charles II 
secured to the corps the freehold 
of the Armoury House and its 
splendid expanse of playing- 
fieli—a huge rectangle of sur- 
prising lawn in the heart of 
London's most costly area of 
offices and factories—on the sole 
condition that once a year at 
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least military evolutions were 
there attempted. This condition 
has been maintained by the 
annual trooping of the colour, 
jalthough, after the lapse of four. 
hundred’ years and especially, 

ince the record of the H. A. C. 
in South Africa and the Great 
War, it is hardly necessary for 
the famous Corps to justify its 
military existence by ‘that cere- 
Imonial. It does, however, enable 
the rugger and cricket teams of 
the H. A. C. to entertain their 
opponents on what- might be 
called the most. expensive play- 
ing ground in the world, 

The Honourable Artillery 
Company is technically a_terri- 
torial formation to-day. It has 
special privileges (among them 
of course, that of marching 
through the City of London with 
fixed bayonets) and until the 
jereation of the “Terriers” in 
1907, it was officially a corps 
apart: The London Gazette 
showed this by the distinction: 
“The Army, the Honourable 
Artillery Company” and the 
Volunteers. The Armoury is by 
|way of being a comfortable Club, 
house as well as a military head- 
quarters. Certain crack’ volun- 
teer and territorial corps have 
always had some kind of a 
system of recommended efi 
ment. The H. A.C. had a 
Procedure to which it is under- 
stood it has reverted since the 
for proposing and second- 
ing exactly as if the aspirant 
were joining a club. In_ the 
jearly days of the War the Corps 
greatly expanded its numbers 
but it was always in a position 
to be able to pick and choose 
until the later and — more 
desperate period came. It sup- 
plied an enormous number of 
officers to the regular army and 
to Kitchener Battalions but it 
did not become entirely an 
officers’ training corps. _ Its 
artillery fought in Egypt and its 
infantry made its name round 
Ypres. In the South African 
War it sent a strong contingent 
with the City Imperial Volun- 
teers, popularly known as the 
C1. Vs, 























During its sojourn in France 
the Corps was naturally able to 
draw specially on the generous 
sympathy of friends and rel 
tions whose purses permitted the 
despatch of comforts on spacious 
lines. Other neighbouring unit 
benefitted, for its own hea: 
quarters staff had eventually to 
give the H. A. C. the tip that the 
handling of unduly heavy con- 














signments from purveyors of 
delicacies was becoming a 
nuisance. So, by 1915, the 


private in the H. A. C. was care- 
ful to urge on his family that 
discreet tins of creme de menthe 
sweets—a popular selection for 
Some reason or other—were the 
most acceptable gifts apart 
from socks and other odds and 
ends.

It drew 
somewhere about 1907 a goodly 
number of recruits from the 
then disbanded Mounted Infan- 
try raised by the Queen's West 
minsters during the South 
African ‘War but rendered 
obsolete by the new regulations 
of the Territorial Force Act.
